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Applicant's arguments filed 08 November 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Much of applicant's paper of 08 November 2006 repeats arguments made previously, and 
relate to matters not germane to the patentability of applicant's invention, such as court cases, 
interviews held over 5 years ago, and comments by a Dr. Park, whose existence is known to the 
present examiner only because Dr. Park has previously been mentioned by applicant. 

Attachment no. 60 has been received. This attachment would fall into category (4) as set 
forth in paper no. 36, as speculating hydrino formation as an explanation for experimental data 
not necessarily caused thereby. 

Applicant argues that he has shown Krieg 5 s analysis, relied on by the "Committee", to be 
flawed. Krieg calculates the orbital radius for an electron around a proton (i.e., a hydrogen 
nucleus) in four steps. First, he states that total energy equals kinetic plus potential. Second, he 
uses the laws of electricity and magnetism to state what the potential energy is. Third, he used 
the uncertainty principal to estimate the momentum for a given orbital radius, which he called 
V. Finally, he used calculus to find the minimum value of r by taking derivative of the total 
energy with relation to r, and setting it to zero. Applicant does not address these steps shown by 
Krieg, but instead discusses electron motion in a cyclotron, which would input into the electron 
levels of energy far beyond that experienced in its normal orbital.
